ployment insurance, minimum

Thirteen - m a n construction 
teams fly to all parts of the 
country to build remote Special 
Forces camps. At 
the Dong 
Xoai camp on June 10, 1965, 
Construction Mechanic Marvin 
G. Shields eared the Seabce’s 
first Medal of Honor posthu­ 
mously for exceptional gallan­ 
try during a three-hour Viet 
Cong attack. 
The Seabees also are active in 
pacification, building a school 
or dam for villagers and teach­ 
ing trade skills while a Scabee 
medic holds sick call. 
But the nucleus of the Seabees 
is still the construction battalion 
— “ C-B” for short, hence the 
nickname and the insignia of a 
bumble bee holding a wrench 
and machine gun. 
The 700-man battalion 
eludes steelworkers, carpenters, 


plumbers, electricians and engi­ 
neers. Us equipment operators 
drive $5 million worth of bull­

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (A P) - A 
nuclear blast, perhaps the most 
powerful ever detonated in toe 
United States, was touched off 
early today in an underground 
chamber northwest of here. 
To observers atop the 24-story 
Mint Hotel, tallest building in 
Nevada, toe shock wave 30 sec­ 
onds later was felt as a rolling 
motion lasting about a minute. 
Chandeliers swung about two 
inches. 
A Las Vegas radio station re­ 
ported receiving a call from a 
woman sitting in her home who 
said the motion was like that of 
a boat in water . . . a slow back- 
and-forth feeling, with no jolt. 
The blast site was 105 miles 
distant. 
Shock waves of other power­ 
ful underground blasts in past 
years also have been felt in this 
gambling center. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion said the device yielded en­ 
ergy of from 200,000 to 1 million 
tons of TNT, and was expected 
to rip a huge cavern under a 
mesa. 
The atomic bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima had energy

lent to 20,000 tons of TNT. 
The AEC would not say what 
type device was placed at the 
bottom of the 4,040-foot shaft 
drilled into the mesa. Some re­ 
ports said it was a thermonu­ 
clear device—a hydrogen bomb.

EDITOR S NOTE - Gravely 
ill of cancer, Jack Ruby lies In a 
guarded room in Parkland Hos- 
pital,

Herewith is an exclusive picture 
of Ruby’s thoughts in his last 
days, in what may be his last 
statement for history.

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Jack 
Ruby in his dying days still in­ 
sists there was no conspiracy 
involved in his killing of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, named by the 
Warren Commission as the as­ 
sassin of President John 
F. 
Kennedy 
Ruby, fully aware he is dying 
of cancer, wants to take any 
scientific test to prove for histo­ 
ry there was no conspiracy. 
“Jack has told me a dozen 
times or more he prays to be 
given a final lie detector test so 
people will be convinced that 
there was no plan on his part 
or conspiracy of any kind to 
KiU Oswald,’* sayd Ruby’s’s bro­ 
ther, Earl, a Detroit business­ 
man. 
“ It is his last wish.” 
Earl Ruby and Elmer Gertz, 


Chicago lawyer and member of 
the legal team which on Oct. 5 
won a reversal from the death 
sentence for Ruby, described 
Ruby’s plea to do anything to 
erase any doubt that he acted 
alone in shoting Oswald. 
They had seen Ruby an hour 
earlier in Parkland Memorial 
Hospital 
where 
Ruby, 
under 
guard, is undergoing treatment. 
This is the same hospital where 
the mortally wounded president 
and Oswald were taken. 
Gertz and Earl Ruby were 
asked whether Jack Ruby has 
any regrets about killing Os­ 
wald and thus making impossi­ 
ble a trial, perpetuating for all 
time the feeling that the f u l l 
sto*y of the assassination w i l l 
never be known. 
“ He has regrets, but they are 
not so much about Oswald.” 
said Gertz. “These are regrets 
about the havoc caused to his 
people.*’ 
Ruby, a Jew, is known to feel 
that his action reflected poorly 
upon the Jewish people. 
“Jack reads the newspapers 
and magazines and watches tel­ 
evision and is aware of the con 
troversy about the Warren re 
port and all the books and arti 


cles which are constructing in­ 
credible stories of a conspiracy 
In which he is claimed to have 
had a part,” said Gertz. 
“He says, ‘How can they think 
I am hiding anything or protect­ 
ing anyone else? There is noth 
ing to hide; there was no one 
else.’ ” 
As he lies gravely ill, he still 
maintains — according to Gertz 
and Earl Ruby — that “I never 
met or knew or saw Oswald un­ 
til I saw him in jail, and I nev­ 
er knew Officer Tipplt.” 
The WaTren report said Dal­ 
las policeman J. D. Tippitt was 
slain by Oswald when Oswald 
fled to the Oak Cliffs sections of 
Dallas after assassinating Ken­ 
nedy. 
Gertz and R u b y said that 
Jack Ruby today acts like a 
man who wants to remain alive 
long enough to be convinced 
that others believe beyond ques­ 
tion that he “acted out of over­ 
whelming emotion and without 
malice and without premedita­ 
tion." 
They said Jack Ruby keeps 
referring to his movements the 
morning of Sunday, Nov. 24, 
1063. when drawn by curiosity, 
to the police and courts building, 


and, “on implse and the purest 
om chance, shot Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald,” 
“And he is bewildered that it 
is not plain to every one that it 
was a giillion-to-one chance that 
he would stumble into a situa­ 
tion in which it was even possi­ 
ble that Oswald could be shot,” 
said Gertz. 
Gertz and Earl Ruby said 
Jack Ruby has ho recollection 
of the moment he shot Oswald. 
“That is a complete blank in 
his mind,” said Gertz. “ When 
he goes over every detail of his

EDITOR’S NOTE - Gravely

“Jack has told me a dozen 
times or more he prays to be 
given a final lie detector test so 
people will be convinced that 
there was no plan on his part 
or conspiracy of any kind to 
Kill Oswald.” sayd Ruby's’s bro­ 
ther, Earl, a Detroit business 
man. 
“It is his last wish.” 
Earl Ruby and Elmer Gert7, 


Chicago lawyer and member of 
the legal team which on Oct. 5 
won a reversal from the death 
sentence for Ruby, described 
Ruby’s plea to do anything to 
erase any doubt that he acted 
alone in shoting Oswald. 
They had seen Ruby an hour 
earlier in Parkland Memorial 
Hospital 
where 
Ruby, under 
guard, is undergoing treatment. 
This i3 the same hospital where 
the mortally wounded president 
and Oswald were taken. 
Gert7 and Earl Ruby were 
asked whether Jack Ruby has 
any regrets about killing Os­ 
wald and thus making impossi­ 
ble a trial, perpetuating for all 
time the feeling that the f u l l 
sto’y of the assassination wi l l 
never be known. 
“ He has regrets, but they are 
not so much about Oswald.”

A Puzzle to Other People

admirers and critics. 
Certainly nothing in his fami­ 
ly background provided any hint 
of future greatness as creator of 
a new’ art form, the animated 
film, as well as superlative 
showman in a variety of other 
mediums. He came from hum­ 
ble beginings. 
His father was of Irish stock, 
bom in Canada and raised in a 
; big family on a Kansas farm. 
Elias Disney dabbled in a va­ 
riety of 
enterprises, 
usually 
> with scant success, He was a 
carpenter-contractor in Chicago 
where Walt was born. Later the 
eldci Disney went broke with a 
Missouri farm, then became a 
newspaper dealer 
in 
Kansas 
City, Mo. 
Flora 
Call 
Disney, 
Walt’s 
mother, came from simple Ger­ 
man stock: she was a patient, 
understanding woman who tem­ 
pered her husband's harshness 
toward their four sons. They 
also had a daughter 
Neither parent was artistic in 
nature, and Elias Disney dis­ 
played impatience with Walter s 
ambitions to study art. 
“ But I wanted to draw,” he 
told me a few months ago as he 
reminisced about 
his 
youth. 
“The thing I wanted most was 
to tie a political cartoonist. My 
father fancied himself as kind of 
a Socialist , and he subscribed 
to Socialist newspapers of the 
time. I studied their cartoons 
and tried to copy the style. 
“After I got back from the 
war (nu 1919), I tried to get a 
job cartooning for the Kansas 
City Star. The editor liked my 
samples, hut the paper already 
had a political cartoonist ” 
Historians may ruminate on 
what might have happened if 
Disney had won employment as 
a political cartoonist. But he 
didn t. He found a job with an 


advertising 
agency, 
drawing 
plows and threshers for cat­ 
alogues. He was droped in the 
seasonal slump following Christ­ 
mas. 
Disney’s next job started his 
! career, He was hired by the 
Kansas City Film Ad Co. to 
draw advertising cartons that 
played in movie houses. Young 
Walt found the oldtimers in the 
firm using the old method of 
cuting out paper figures, stick­ 
ing pins in the joints and mak­ 
ing them move. 
“ I thought there must have 
been a better way to make car­ 
toons,” he said later, “so I went 
to the public library and asked 
for all the books they had about 
cartooning I found a 
better 
method, showed it to the boss 
and he installed it.” 
The restless urge to do things 
better marked the Disney style 
throughout his career He was 
constantly 
tinkering with the
